A heavy diet of corn is all right for 
laying fat on the ribs of a feeding 
steer, but it is badly used when thus 
fed to the dairy cow or laying hen. 


The hog raiser who lives in a section 
where alfalfa does well is certainly in 
clover—more correctly, alfalfa—at least 
his pips are. 
Allowed the range of 
an alfalfa meadow aud fed in ad­ 
dition from a fourth to a half ration 
of grain, the pigs will make a more 
rapid growth per (lay than with al­ 
most any other ration which has been 
tried. 


Three farmers residing iii a dairy 
section not far away were the other 
day lined $25 apiece and costs for tak­ 
ing to the nearby cheese factory milk 
that had been too near the pump— 
that is. it contained less than 3 per 
cent of butter fat. 
Under the pure 
food laws effective in tile state the 
thinning of milk by the addition of 
water is classed as an adulteration of 
a food product. 


According to a late ruling of tile 
Oklahoma state board of health, no 
more bad eggs can be sold to consum­ 
ers after Sept. 
I. 
Merchants have 
been notified that after that date they 
must buy on the “loss off basis.” 
which means, in other words, that tin* 
producer, the keeper of the hens, must 
suffer the loss incident in the market­ 
ing of bad eggs and not the consumer. 
as bas been the case in the past. This 
ruling is equitable and fair, strikes at 
tin1 real root of tile bad egg business 
and ought to be adopted in other 
states. 


Burbank, tile California wizaid. has 
figured out that if every farmer would 
add one grain to each head of barley, 
oats and wheat the production of bar­ 
ley would be increased by over 1.000,- 
000 bushels, the oat output more than 
20.000.000 bushels, while the yield of 
wheat would be increased by 15.000.0 m 
.bushels, and that if potatoes were giv 
en such care that one tuber could be 
added to each hill the crop the eouutrt 
over would be increased by 21,000,0 'n 
bushels. There is certainly something 
in these figures to inspire the tiller of 
the soil to better effort. 


Additional evidence of the value of 
skimmiik as a feeding for young jags 
has been forthcoming in some feeding 
experiments conducted by the Nebras­ 
ka experiment station. It was found 
that of three lots of pigs fed respec­ 
tively skiumiiik, milk containing 3.5 
per cent blitter fat and milk contain­ 
ing Si per cent of butter fat the first 
lot made an average gain of thirty-six 
pounds 
in thirty days, the second 
twenty-eight pounds in thirty days, 
and the third lot. which was fed the 
richest milk, made a gain of but twen­ 
ty-five pounds in the same length of 
time. Covering longer periods of feed­ 
ing the results showed an even greater 
advantage iii favor of the skimmiik. 


The directors of the animal hus­ 
bandry department of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Agricultural college have been 
conducting some valuable nog feeding 
tests, the rations used being wheat 
middlings and corn chop and tankage. 
While the pigs fed on middlings alone 
made better use of their feed at first 
than the lot given com chop and tank­ 
age. in the latter part of the feeding 
period the reverse was true. The pigs 
fed middlings were not only not so 
active and healthy as the others, but 
they did not eat their rations with the 
same relish that those did which were 
fed the corn-tankage diet. Those fed 
mid ,lings made a total gain in the 
feeding period of 337.5 pounds, while 
th o s e fed tankage and corn made a 
total gain of 448.5 pounds. The latter 
ration also had somewhat the advan­ 
tage in the matter of cost per pound 
of gain, aud the hogs fed ttiis ration 
dressed out a better percentage. 


The kind of road building that the 
country as a whole is most in need of 
Is not the improving of highways con­ 
necting large centers of population and 
running across states, over which auto 
nwners can speed their cars at a thir­ 
ty mile an hour clip, leaving the high 
way strewn with little pigs and chick­

will make it possi­ 
ble for tillers of the soil to haul big 
loads of produce to market at a mini­ 
mum of time and expense. Well and 
good if the improvement of these 
toads happens to suit the convenience 
of the owners of automobiles, but that 
their desires should be considered of 
paramount importance in outlining a 
campaign of highway improvement in­ 
volves an utter misconception of the 
chief reasons which make the gospel 
of good roads an insistent and vital 
consideration at the present time.

A “Coroner” For Fires. 
A. committee of the National Fire 
Protective association hajj made a sug­ 
gestion which It hopes to induce the 
National Association of Credit Men 
and the national board of fire under­ 
writers to join with it in urging upon 
the state legislatures throughout the 
country. This is to have a law requir­ 
ing a sort of coroner's inquest on all 
fires. 
After a fire it is proposed that 
the fire marshal be empowered by law 
to empanel a jury and hold an inquiry 
into the cause of the fire, just as cor­ 
oners now hold inquests. The thought 
Is that by such investigations incen­ 
diarism may be stamped out and the 
public informed of the causes of fires 
and the way to prevent their spread. 
A law of this sort is in effect in 
England and some European countries 
with excellent results. 
In view of the 
enormous losses from fires in this 
country anything that can be expect­ 
ed to diminish this drain upon the 
country’s wealth should be welcomed. 
—Pittsburg Dispatch.

One night we had to tight tire in tho 
I main camp. 
At noon we noticed two 
fires come toward us and could soon 
hear their roaring 
The tall, thick 
grass was like tinder, and if we let 
the fires reach camp we were certain 
to lose everything we laid. 
So Loring. 
Mearns. Kermit and I. who were in 
camp, got out the porters and cut a 
lane around our tents and goods and 
then started a back fire, section after 
section, from the other side of this 
lane. 
We kept every one ready with 
branches and wet gunny sacks and lit 
each section in turn, so that we could 
readily beat out the flames at any 
point where they threatened. 
The air 
was still, and soon after nightfall our 
back fire had burnt fifty or a hundred 
yards away from camp, and the dan­ 
ger was practically over. 
Shortly aft­ 
erward one of the fires against which 
we were guarding came over a low 
hill crest into view beyond the line 
of our back fire. 
It was a fine sigilt 
to see the long lines of leaping, waver­ 
ing flames advance toward one an­ 
other. 
An hour or two passed before 
they met half a mile from camp. 
Wherever they came together there 
Would be a moment’s spurt of roaring, 
crackling tire, and then it would van­ 
ish, leaving at that point a blank in 
the circle of flame.

With this cut-off attached to the pipe 
leading from the tank it will be im­ 
possible for water to freeze in the 
pipes, and during the hot term water 
can be drawn direct from the tank. 


Ancient Spectacles. 
The invention of spectacles is gener 
ally associated with the end of tile 
thirteenth century, but a pair of spec­ 
tacles have been recently found in 
the excavations at Smyrna. According 
to the description, these spectacles are 
of peculiar form. Each glass is mount­ 
ed separately and tile two mountings 
are connected by a movable joint, so 
that one can be folded upon the other. 
Each mounting is circular and is pro­ 
vided with a groove for the reception 
of the edge of the circular lens. One 
of the lenses, greatly corroded, is still 
in place. It is uncertain whether they 
belong to the Greek or the Byzantine 
period, but there can be no question 
that they are very ancient.

OF YOUNG DUCKS. 


Feeding Methods Employed by 


Majority of Breeders. 


'I’he feeding of y o un g ducks has been 
reduced to a science by those engaged 
extensively in the business. 
T he fe e d ­ 
ing m ethods adopted by nearly all cf 
th e h uge breeders are very m uch alike, 
only varying in a few m inor points 
The following form u las are used: 
D uring th e first ten day s the ducks 
a re fed a m ixture of four p a rts w h eat 
bran, two p arts cornm eal, tw o p a rts 
bread or c ra c k e r cru m b s by m easure 
and about Ii per cent sifted sand or fine 
ground o yster shells. 
Begin feeding a 
sm all a m o u n t o f beef scrap d u rin g th e 
latter part of this period. 
Feed fo u r 
or five tim es daily. 
From ten d a y s to 
four weeks old feed tw o p a rts corn ­ 
meal, tw o and one half p a rts w h e a t 
bran, one and one-half p arts red dog 
flour and th ree-fo u rth s p a rt beef sc n ip 
by m easure. 
At six w eeks of age sta rt feeding a 
fatten in g food com posed of six p a rts 
cornm eal, tw o an d one-half p a rts bran, 
one part red (log flour and one to one 
an d one-fourth p a rts beef scrap. 
Feed 
th ree tim es dally. 
A bout one-eighth 
of the first feed in the m orning should 
be fine ground oyster shell or clean 
sifted sand. an d from th e tenth day 
to the finish feed about one-third as 
much charcoal as oyster shell about 
tw ice a week. 
D ucks fed in this way 
should be ready for m arket a t eight 
to ten w eeks of age. 
The food should 
alw ay s he mixed w ith w arm w a te r iii 
w in te r and cold w a te r or milk in sum 
mer, 
m aking a crum bly 
m ash.
